85, 87, 90, 94 and 96-97 have been amended; claims 13-42, 44-70 and 74, have been 
canceled. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

The terminal disclaimers filed on Aug. 1 1 , 2009 disclaiming the terminal portion 
of any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date 
of U.S. Patent No. 7,146,524 and co-pending application 11/880,462 have been 
reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimers have been recorded. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-12, 43, 71-73 and 75-98, are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1 , 75, 84-85 and 87, are allowable because the prior art on record or that 
encountered in searching for the invention, fails to disclose or suggest the features of 
instant invention - a distributed file storage system which comprises a communication 
switch that is configured to monitor in real time a pattern of access to a storage file, a 
lantency to access each copy of a storage file and content included in the storage file, 
such that a block cache module will perform K packet read-ahead, where K is calculated 
using a current read rate and a current latency of an access link in a combination with 
all the limitations as claimed by applicant. 

Claims 2-12, 43, 71-73, 76-83, 86 and 88-98, respectively depend on claims 1 , 
75, 84-85 and 87, therefore, are also allowable.
